Doctor Malcolm outlined seven 
steps recomfended to fulfill re- 
quirements of the law in’ order 
to obtain funds under the Act. 

(1) The establishment of three 
alcoholic treatment centers—con- 
tinuance of the existing center in 
the Health Building, 5th and 
Broadway; establishment of an 
alcoholic center in Southern Ala- 
meda County, and .establishment 
of a third center at Highland Hos- 
pital. Out-patient services would 
be provided in all three centers 
with some in-patient services at 
Highland. 

(2) Improving a staff at Santa 
Rita to provide seven-day a week 
coverage—establishment of an in- 
stitution of 50 beds in downtown 
Oakland area to be operated by 
the Sheriff as a quarter-way 
house, 

(3) The addition of two addi- 
tional probation officers to be 
assigned to the probation staff 
charged with part of the respons- 
ibility. 

(4) Establishment of half-way 
houses—these to be provided by 
voluntary agencies. 

(5) Provision of vocational re- 
habilitation services. 

(6) Contract with the Council 
on Alcoholism to provide referral 
services, and educational services 
to the community. 





(7) Establish a* bureau on Aalco- 
aolism in the Health Department 
charged with the responsibility 
of preparing and evaluating the 


programs concerned with the 
treatment of alcoholism, These 
are the seven proposed steps 


making up the Alameda County 
program for treatment of alco- 
holism that will be submitted to 
the state for approval and o qual- 
ify for financial participation 
from the state. 

It was agréed at the meeting 
that it will be necessary to intens- 
ify coordination between the var- 
ious departments and to develop 
a-centralized method by which a
